LON DON—The announcement made by 
Sir Edgar Speyer, the chairman of the 
Underground Electrie Railways Company 
of London, to the effect that the negotia- 
tions had been practically concluded be: 
tween this company and the Central Lon-. 
don Railway Company for the acquire- 
ment of the control of the Central Lon- 
don and the City and South London Tube 
railways, is of great moment to the or- 
der and harmonious direction of the traf- 
fic of London. 

Sir Edgar Speyer, in announcing the 
combine, was careful to state that the 
allied companies had no desire to monop- 
olize the traffic of London, but that they 
were of opinion that the best results 
could only be obtained by harmony and 
uniformity of direction. The existence 
of an authority to effectually control and 
| guide the traffic of the capital is an abso- 
lute necessity, and it was Sir Edgar 
Speyer’s opinion that it should be an 
‘owning authority. 


The combine involves the amalgama- 
tion of the Céntral London railway and 
the City and South London railway with 
the Underground Railway Company, and 
of the London United tramways with the 
Metropolitan Electric tramways.

Restoration of Chester 
Cathedral 


The work of restoring the cloisters of 


with | | 


Chester cathedral at Chester, Eng,, is go- | 
‘ing ahead rapidly, The removal of | 
masses of stones‘and earth as well as'| 
laying the new’ foundations has been | 
found to be a lengthy process. Stones | 
have been discovered under. the cloisters | 
which are believed to have been part 
of the original fabric. Three buttresses | 
supporting the cloister, which was built | 
if 1817, have been removed, and new 
buttresses in perfect keeping with the | 
rest of the cathedral have replaced them. 
In the foundations of these buttresses a | 
number of stones have been found which 
form.an early English arch, decorated | 
with dog-tooth moldings. These haye'| 
been pieced together and are now in| 
the crypt, in company with other pieces | 
of masonry bearing early English mokl- 
ings. Some finely carved English cof- 
bels were discovered fixed in the wall of 
some distised chambers to which ap- 
proach is made by way of the cloisters 
through a fine Norman doorway. Except | | 
in the case of the west eloister all the. 
windows have been remullioned where | 
the mullions were missing. The arch- | 
stones, heads and bases of pillars, and | 
clustered columns, some finely carved, 
have been discovered and stored,

't is announced now that tariff hearings are to be concluded by the 
first of January, if possible. This, at léast, is Representative Under- 
wood's desire. The ways and means committee is to be given “a 
chance to work out a rough draft” of a bill for the use of thé new ways 
and means’committee to be appointed for the next Congress. Sev- 
eral of the members of the present committee, including its chairman, 
will -in all probability be reappointed, and this will give it the 
strength of continuity ; but assuming that the members of the present 
committee on ways and means are possessed, to as great a degree 
as any of their predecessors, of the information and ability requisite 
to the reconstruction of the schedules, is it not questionable whether 
a body in course of dissolution is in a proper frame of thought for 
this tariff work? Similarly, admitting that the new committee on 
ways and means, which is to inherit the information obtained from 
its predecessor, shall be up to the highest standard, is it not a fact 
that no new committee, no matter how able, can have such a grasp 
upon the intricacies of American and world industry and commerce, 
to say nothing of the needs of the public revenue, as would equip it 
for remodeling the fiscal policy of the nation?

see the relation of art to civics, the indications are more promising. 
There are persons in the United States who, deprecating all 
imitation of feudal Kurope in republican America, regret creation 
of manorial estates and construction of palaces for millionaire cap- 
tains of industry. But the process goes on, nevertheless. There 
are social workers who deplore the congestion of population and 
traffic in urban centers made possible by vast, sky-piercing office 
buildings, whereof the construction out of steel, stone and concrete 
has been the supreme innovation and achievement thus far of Amer- 
ican architects and builders. But they continue to make new sky 
lines for democracy’s urban centers. Amid such conditions a word 
of hope’ is timely, indeed. |

States or Canada toward this migration of a singularly resourceful 
and enduring people. Alert, intelligent and far-seeing citizens of 
those countries should not tail to note what he has to say about Latin 
America. He foresees South America, in the course of time, finding 
its onlv reliable source of labor in the Chinese, who alone can do the 
work that native and foreign capital hopes to do in exploitation of 
vast resources of mine, forest, plain and stream. Like Mr. Bryce, 
after his recent tour of the continent, Mr. Bland notes no such antip- 
athy to the Mongolian among the rank and file of the present inhabi- 
tants as that which is often found among men of Teutonic stock.
